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Continuation of 1 1 . In the remarks, the Applicant asserts that the the prior art, Diffie et a!., is directed to a secure communication 
between a mobile device and a base computing unit and mutual authentication is through certificate exchange. When in fact, 
Diffie is directed to a first device making authentication information available to a second device, the authentication information includes 
machine name and corresponding machine public key of the first computing device, a digital signature that is generated by siginign with 
the first computing device using a wireless comrnunication link. Applicant in the claim language does not in anyway distinguish a 
network address having a poriton derived from the public key with Network Address ( a designation that uniquely identifies the device) . 
Diffie does teach a first computing device and second computing device mutually authenticating with respective certificate. Therefore, the 
applicant's arguments are not persuasive and accordingly, do not place the applclation in condition for allowance. Claims 1 - 17, 21 and 
22 stay rejected. 
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
